Chicago , May 1J.—When the mob of 
anarchists wrecked Bosenfeld’s drug store 
at the corner of Center avenue and Eight­ 
eenth street last Wednesday had drunk all 
the liquor they sacked the show cases, de­ 
molished tho mirrors, and dashed all Lotties 
not containing liquids upon the floor. 
Th > 
others were handed down from die shelves 
and if the liquids looked or tasted like 
liquor thoy wore gulped down without fur­ 
ther inquiry. 
The labels on tho Lotties 
were Greok to the ignorant, crazy mob 
which was lent on enjoying a gratutious 
debauch. 
While in tho midst of their orgie 
the police swoopod down upon tho rioters 
and rent them fleeing to all parts of the 
neighborhood. 
Since that time it has been 
learned that many of the rioters have died 
from the effects of poisoning and that scores 
of others are either dying, or lying griev­ 
ously ill 
It is also said that many children 
entered tho drug store vvhilo tho orgie was 
in progress and helped themselvei to 
tho 
lozenges which wore kept in bottles on the 
shelves. A large quantity of this medicated 
candy contained opium and other drugs. 
Tho little pirates ate the sweets with avidity 
and are now suffering tho consequences. 
Nearly ail of tho sufferers are children of 
Bohemians and Germans. 
“ The dose those fellows got in that drug 
store. ” said tho oflicor who stands at the cor 
ner of

He was a Bohemian doc­ 
tor. 
•’» am in a hurry,’’ he said to the re­ 
porter, “ but since you have asked me about 
the truth of tho report that several persons 
were poisoned in tho raid on Kosenfeld's 
drug store, I must say that tho people have 
Lut a vague idea of tho actual state of 
things m this vicinity. 
The rioters were 
for tho most part ignorant Bohemians, Gor­ 
mans and Doles. 
When they had drunk up 
all tho liquor in tho demijohns and bottles, 
they pounced upon tho medicated wines 
which have the flavor of liquor. 
A bottlo 
filled with wino of colchicum probably did 
more mischief than any of tho others. Throe 
of my patients aro paying tho penalty for 
haviug imbibed too freely of this stuff. 
They have severe griping in the stomach, 
and manifest other symptoms of colic. Whoa 
I called to treat them they denied having 
attemptod suicide. 
I then asked what they 
had 
eaten. 
With 
great 
hestancy 
one 
of

that they 
had » bank some 
“ brown 
stuff” 
in

wrecked. 
I then conclude« ! that they had swallowed 
either digitalis or colchicum. 
How these 
people could swallow these tinctures and 
medicated wines without discovering their 
mistake I can not understand, oxcopt, pos­ 
sibly, I accent the theory that they were so 
drunk that they lost the senses of taste and 
smelL 
On Throop street there are two 
young men suffering from all the symptoms 
of aconite poisoning. 
They have had con­ 
vulsions ever since tho night of the riot, and 
have never once regained consciousness. 
They are lumber shovers, and 
avowed 
socialists. 
I have no doubt—indeed, 
I 
know it to be a fact—that many of these 
sufferers have received no attention from 
physicians. 
They are afraid that should it 
become known that they had been poisoned 
they would be arrested for sacking the drug 
store. 
I know of several deaths in tho 
neighborhood, but I do not dare give you 
the number of tho houses whore they have 
occurred. 
I will say, however, that none 
of my patients have died, although many of 
them are very low. 
I learn of the facts of 
the others through the relatives and friends 
of my charges. Where the corpses have been 
hurried I can not imagine. I think, though, 
that those that have not been interred in 
tho back yards have been taken to the 
cemeteries under assumed names and with­ 
out haying the true cause of death stated on 
tho burial permits. 
This is risky business 
for doctors and undertakers, but you must 
know that it means bread und butter to 
many of them. 
There is no doubt, how­ 
ever, but that most of the victims have 
been buried in back yards.”

claiming that it was the cause of nearly 
separating myself and husband.

is that Mr. Molloy assisted in the care of 
Mr. Talbott in his last illness, which was at 
South Bend and not Elkhart, a3 stated, and, 
warmly defended him from the assaults of 
the newspapers, who ill-naturedly charged 
us with “ shielding him while he was indulg­ 
ing in a gilt-edged drunk.”

In the house of commons was crowded with 
a distinguished audience Monday afternoon 
when Gladstone rose to mov e the second 
reading of the Irish home rule bilL 
Among 
the auditors was the prince of Wales, who 
takes great interest in the measure. 
The 
premier was loudly cheered as he arose, the 
Irish members being, as on former occa­ 
sions in this debate, particularly noticeable 
for their enthusiastic reception of the pre- 
milr. 
Gladstone’s v oice at the beginning of his 
speech was feeble and 
marred by hoarse­ 
ness, but as he proceeded it cleared, and 
toward the closed of his remarks be seemed 
to hav e regained all his old time v igor and 
effectiv eness. 
He desired, ho said, in open­ 
ing to make a statement in regard to his 
personal position. 
He had nev er, at any 
period, described home rule as incompatible 
with imperial unity. 
[Cries of “ Oh! oh! ] 
The contradiction came from some mem­ 
bers of parliament who had v isited Mid­ 
lothian making speeches which were full of 
totally untrue assertions. 
[Renewed cries 
of “ Oh! oh!’] 
In 187L he expressed 
the 
great satisfaction with which he had hoard 
the statements of the supporters of the home 
rule mov ement, as those statements contem­ 
plated nothing leading to the sev erance of 
the empire. 
[Cheers from the Parnellites. ] 
Two questions had 
always presented 
themselv es to his mind regarding home 
rule: 
Firstly.—It must be shown to be de­ 
sired by the mass of the population of Ire­ 
l a n d : secondly—was home rule compatible 
with the unity of the empire? 
Thesa ques­ 
tions had been answered by Mr. Parnell, 
who declarecl-that what the people of Ire­ 
land sought was Bimply 
an autonomy. 
Alternate coerciv e and reform measures 
had been tried in the gov ernment of Ireland 
and had equally failed. 
The medicine of 
coercion had especially been the medicine 
continually applied in increasing doses with 
diminishing results. 
Gladstone rev iewed the history of the past 
as prov ing that only a thorough measure 
hav ing the effect of satisfying Ireland was 
now’ feasible. 
In regard to the idea of the 
autonomy of Ireland being a menace to the 
unity of the empire, he reminded the house 
that the same argument was used against 
granting independence to Canada when it 
was determined to concede home rule to 
that part of the British dominions. 
The 
positions of Canada and Ireland, though 
they are not parallel, he said, are analogous 
Canada 
was 
in 
precisely 
the same 
temper that is attributtod to Ireland to-day. 
Home rule was kpt giv en to Canada be­ 
cause she was loyal and friendly. 
She was 
now loyal and friendly because she got 
home rule. 
“ I sat,” said Gladstone, “ in 
parliament w hen the people of Canada were 
denouced as 
rebels. 
Some of them were 
Protestants of English and Scotch birth, 
but the majority of them wers Catholics of 
French extraction. 
Was tlia cry 
against 
them raised because they were Catholics of 
French descent? No, sir; the English ;>eo 
pie ill Upper Canada did precisely the same 
thing that the French Canadians did. 
They 
rebelled. 
The Canadian rebels were sup 
pressed, but at the moment of military % ie 
tory the political difficulty began, aud the 
v ictors were the v anquished. 
If wo were 
the military v ictors the Canadians were the 
v ictors in the field of reason.' 
Here Gladstone referred to the significant 
expressions of opinions which had come 
across the Atlantic approv ing the v ital 
principles of 
the 
bill, 
[Cheers], 
and 
asked those gentlemen who appeared to 
think that these m anifestations of opinion 
from America were worthless would they 
hav e considered them worthless had these 
manisfestations condemned the bill# 
His­ 
tory had shown us that in foreign affairs 
the Irish do not stand in the sains relation 
as the people of England and Scotland.

It

I 
wonder 
that 
in a country with woes so great, and whoso 
hopes hav e so often been doomed to disap­ 
pointment, the mind of the people should 
be confined to the position of their own 
country? 
An essential principle to the 
Irish people has been the control of their 
own affairs. 
The bill prov ides, said the premier, that 
Ireland shall not be entirely excluded from 
a v oice in imperial affair« . 
Clause 
pro­ 
v ides for the recall of the Irish representa­ 
tiv es from both houses before parliament 
can proceed to the alteration of any statute 
upon which the two countries disagree. 
Another clause prov ides that under certain 
conditions the Irish assembly may v ote 
sums 
for 
purposes excluded in its or­ 
dinary cognizance. 
He trusted that should 
Great 
Britain 
become 
inv olv ed 
in 
a 
great war, when Ireland would also be ex­ 
posed to the common danger, the Irish 
assembly would respond to the message of 
the crown by v oting money to prosecute 
the war. 
[Laughter from the opposition 
benches. J 
Though it was an abiding prin­ 
ciple chat the Irish members should not sit 
in the imperial parliament, the gov ernment 
was willing to meet the difficulty by pro­ 
v iding that when it should be proposed to 
alter the taxation 
of Ireland relating to th i 
customs and excise, the Irish members 
wo llu be enabled to appear 
in the VV est- 
mmster parliament and take part in thi 
debate. 
The gov ernment, be said, was also 
willing to consent to a joint commission 
composed of members of tbe British and 
Irish parliaments, to meet from time to 
time to consider certain questions of im­ 
perial and common interest, 
No such great 
question as the succession to the crown 
ought to fall under the discussion of tjiis 
secondary 
authority, howev er; but there 
were many other questions, such as treaties 
of 
commerce, that might 
require direct 
communication with both parliaments, and 
h i would therefore propoee eu the part of 
the gov ernment that some plan of this kind 
lie adopted. 
He proceeded to explain that the gov ern­ 
ment ha I not yet decided upon whet condi­ 
tions the Irish ^members or the Irish com­ 
missioner« should appear to the imperial 
parliament, but considered that this point

His own opinion was

If Lord Randolph Churchlllshould under­ 
take the task of settling the Irish question 
and perpetuating peadb and prosperity in 
Ireland, what did he mean to do? 
Was it 
his plan that was proposed by tbe loyalists 
in Belfast last Nov ember? 
In conclusion 
Gladstone said: “ The members of the house 
of commons hav e before them a great op­ 
portunity to close a strife of 700 years; aye, 
and oi knitting by bonds firmer and higher 
in character than heretofore the hearts and 
affections of the Irish people, and of cement­ 
ing the noble fabric of tbe British nation. 
[Loud and long-continued cheering.] 
Gladstone was followed by Hartington, 
who asked if Mr. Farnell bad ev er stopped 
juort of asking for the complete independ­ 
ence of Ireland and her restoration to a 
place among the nations of the earth. 
He 
[Hartington] .feared the premier bad taken 
this step without 
mature consideration. 
With reference to submitting an alterna­ 
tiv e, he failed to remember when Mr. Glad­ 
stone 
bad followed the course 
he now 
asked the dissentients to taka 
The latter 
he said were not now prepared to suggest 
n what direction the measure could be im­ 
mediately rev ised, and ho therefore mov ed 
that the bill be read six months hence. 
The debate was adjourned until Thursday. 
The opinion was freely expressed in the 
house of commons Monday night that if 
Mr. 
Gladstone is defeated on the second 
reading of the home rule bill he will resign 
without 
dissolv ing parliament, and 
the 
queen will summon Lord Hartington to 
1 orm a ministry.

tained for the safety of the bill. 
The Standard says there is absolutely 
nothing in Gladstone’s laborious references 
to the question of retaining the Irish mem­ 
bers in the imperial parliament to abate 
Mr. Chamberlain’s hostility. 
The Daily Telegraph says it seems that 
Gladstone is so much absorbed in contem­ 
plation of tbe merits of his own project that 
be is unable to appreciate the import of the 
objections raised against the scheme, and 
his followers, The Telegraph says, cannot 
possibly accept the concessions made.

thought the law authorizing the pretident

brute sometimes takes. 
Where population is exceed in gly scarce tho 
liger loses much of his skulkin g, hid in g d is­ 
position , an d attacks his prey in the open . 
I 
kn ew on ce of a lad herd in g cattle who was 
pursued ov er a mead ow an d through the herd , 
an d was killed by the tiger, who had begun 
to eat him, when soared away by the v illagers. 
C saw the bod y; it lay in tho mid st of an 
open field , at least 200 yard s from an y cov er. 
At was d isemboweled , with the chest tom 
.v id e open , but the face was as that of on e 
who lies in a pleasan t sleep. 
“The en ormous forearm of the tiger has a t­ 
tracted atten tion . 
You hav e seen a cat pat 
a d ead mouse or the face of a d og that was 
teasin g her, an d it is easy to un d erstan d what 
a tremen d ous blow a tiger could giv e in the 
ame man n er, but I believ e it a mistake to 
appose that he strikes d own his prey with 
his jaw . 
He strikes in self-d efen se an d when 
fightin g, but n ot when seizin g his v ictim.

hav e seen man y carcasses of d eer, cattle, buf­ 
faloes, an d horses which had been killed by 
tigers, an d they all hail the same appearan ce 
—four d eep holes at the back of tho n eck 
mad e by the an imal’s in cisor teeth; n o other 
mark, an d of course if the tiger bad begun to 
feed on the bod y it was exten siv ely lacerated . 
An d if the prey hail struggled much an d had 
succeed ed in d raggin g the tiger a few yard s 
uhe chest an d forelegs would bear the impres­ 
sion of the claws an d the tremen d ous grip, 
but these, as far os my experien ce goes, were 
exception al cases.

Some- 
imes the bod y is d isem bowled after bein g 
©mov ed a little way, an d is then d rawn 
away to some hid d en spot. A tiger lias been 
t een to d isembowel a goat, hold in g it by tho 
throat, lyin g on its back un d ern eath the 
Ixxly an d rippin g it open by repeated kicks 
with its hin d claws. 
He appears to prefer a 
rump steak, or a roun d , to an y other por­ 
tion . These are almost always tho first part 
eaten , then the ribs, rarely tho forequarters 
an d n ev er, within my kn owled ge, the head . 
“I can n ot call to min d hav in g met in an y 
book with an accurate d escription of the tiger’s 
cries. The sn arlin g an d growlin g of the an i­ 
mal when ‘stirrod up with a lon g pole’ is 
familiar to all who hav e v isited a men agerie, 
an d appears to be the on ly n oise the creature 
makes when in a state of captiv ity; but in his 
n ativ e forest, in the lon g n ights of the cold 
reason when the wood s on tho hills seem to 
sleep in the moon light, the tiger, strid in g alon g 
in his n ativ e forest mews like an old tom eat 
—or rather like a hun d red old torn cats in 
chorus. 
It is a loud an d harsh an d gratin g 
meow. It is seld om heard more than twice or 
thrice. 
When the tiger is on the lookout for 
food , usually in the ev en in g, he lies silen t an d 
motion less in some d en se cov ert close to water, 
where an imals resort to d rin k, an d when on e 
)f these approaches n ear en ough he boun d s 
out on his prey in perfect silen ce, or with an 
abrupt, son orous grun t, terribly startlin g,

idea of receiv ing cha rity in a ny form is en­
